DONE WITH LABOR UNIONS 


CHICAGO 
MEAT PACKERS 
THROW 
DOWN THE GAUNTLET, 


A n d D ecide T hat Mo U nio n Man Need 
A pply fo r W o rk H ereafter—T he MJ lttla 
and D ep u ties o n Guard*—A F ew B rutal 
Outrages—Effect o f the Strike in the 
E ast—P o w d eiiy Defied* 


C h icago , No v, 0 .—There were two sig­ 
nificant mov es in the stock y ard strike Mon­ 
day , The first was that the two local reg- 
ments of state militia were ordered ou t to 
Packingtown at abou t 0 a, m., and abou t 
noon 10,9 00 thou sand strikers and their sy m­ 
pathizers at the Union stcck y ards came face 
to face with 000 v olu nteer bay onets and 3 00 
hired batons and in consequ ence they main 
tained a peacefu l front which su rprised ev en 
the leaders. 
This peacefu lness, howev er, is 
only to be taken comparativ ely , for du ring 
the day there were sev eral assau lts com­ 
mitted by small mobs on non-u nion workmen, 
and half a dozen of the strikers were heav ily 
fined by tin city ju stices of the peace. 
The 
strikers gathered arou nd the packing hou ses 
and the streets and alley s leading thereto by 
thoasaads. 
Du ring the early hou rs of the 
morning they congregated on Halste 1 street 
and on all its adjacent thorou ghfares to wait 
and watch for men going to work. Any ­ 
body who had the appearance of a working­ 
man was stopped and requ ired to tell his 
bu siness, and if he prov ed to be intent u pon 
seeking employ ment at any of the packing­ 
hou ses he was giv en the alternativ e of retu rn­ 
ing home or taking a bru tal beating. Not less 
than a score of workmen were bcateu by 
mobs, and somo of them were sev erely in­ 
ju red, while a nu mber of stockmen and em­ 
ploy es of the » Stock Yards company , who 
were mistaken for non-u nionists, were also 
thu mped u nmercifu lly . Ju st before T o'clock 
one poor German who was crossing the v ia­ 
du ct at Forty -third street, dinner-pail in 
hand, was accosted by an intimidating com­ 
mittee and requ ested to retu rn borne, and 
when he refu sed to obey he was seized by the 
men and thrown bodily off the v iadu ct to the 
grou nd below, a distance of at least twenty 
feet, bu t to all appearances he was u ninju red, 
for be ju mped to his feet and ran as if for 
his life. 
Abou t noon thou sands of men gathered 
arou nd the main tracks which ru n throu gh 
the y ards, and also in the main thorou ghfare 
leading to the Fergu son hou se, where the 
militia is qu artered, and they became so 
tu rbu lent tnat orders wero issu e I to the 
depu ties to driv e them back. The order in­ 
v olv ed a liv ely fight, for a part of the crowd 
made a spirited resistance against its en­ 
forcement by engaging the depu ties in hand 
to hand encou nters and attempting to wrest 
their clu bs from their hands. Victory wou ld 
hav e been the strikers’ had not another force 
been sent to the assistance of their brother 
officers, bu t on their appearance the mob be­ 
gan to fall back. 
A dozen strikers were seri­ 
ou sly wou nded 
abou t their 
heads and 
shou lders by blows from clu bs, and many of 
them went to the town hall and took ou t 
warrants for the arrest of .the officers. 
One 
striker by the name of Mu rphy receiv ed a 
long cu t on the top of his head from the clu b 
of a depu ty named Dan Su lliv an, whom he 
recognized, and he su cceeded in getting Su l­ 
liv an locked u p in the town police station for 
a short time. 
The militia and deputy sheriffs are no w 
co vering a large territo ry and the puriK5.se 
is to insist that men who refuse to wo rk 
themselves shall no t deprive tho se who wish 
to wo rk fro m do ing so . 
The o ther significant mo ve, and o ne that 
is really the mo st impo rtant and means more 
to the tho usands o f men who quit work last 
Saturday, was the determinatio n o f the pack­ 
ers to hereafter emplo y no ne but no n-unio n 
men in their ho uses. They decided that they 
wo uld prefer to quit business rather than 
to have their interests at the mercy o f an 
erratic and irrespo nsible labo r o rganizatio n, 
and the result o f that decisio n was the ado p­ 
tio n o f a series o f reso lutio ns, which all the 
packers agreed to stand by, that hereafter 
no Knights o f Labo r o r trades unio nists o f 
any name o r title need apply at the sto ck 
yariie fo r wo rk. This, the packers say, they 
are prepared to stand to . 
Said Mr. Armo ur: 
“ Tho reso lutio ns have 
been ado pted and they will be lived up to . 
They are signed by all the packers, and they 
represent the unanimo us feeling o f the em­ 
plo yers at this stage o f affairs. 
Fo r o ur­ 
selves, we pro po se to see it thro ugh, and 1 
think that by Saturday at the farthest we 
shall be running quite fulL 
As fo r men, we 
have sent up so me 3 00 men to the yards to ­ 
day, and we have mo re applicatio ns than we 
need at o ne» . There are plenty o f men able 
and willing to go to wo rk—swarms o f them— 
and when they get to the yards we pro po se 
that they shall be well treated, well lo o ked 
after, and fully pro tected. And what I say 
fo r o urselves can bo said just as well fo r the 
o ther ho uses, who are determined to stand by 
the agreement arrived at to -day.” 
Another indication of the resolv e of the 
packers to resu me work at onco, and, if 
necessary , independent of their old forces, is 
that they are all adv ertising for laborers, 
bu tchers and other packing-hou se men, at 
good wages, and with a gu arantee of com­ 
plete protection. 
The ex ecu tiv e committee of the Knights of 
Labor has issu ed an appeal to the men to stay 
sober, keep ou t of the stock y ards and be 
orderly , at the same time denou ncing the 
calling ou t of the militia and the Pinkerton 
“ assassins. 
The latest news from the y ards was th at all 
was qu iet.

The agents of tte Chicago 
people fou nd that o nly o ne bu tcher w'ou ld 
kill stock for them.

A WALKOVER FOR KILRAIN. 


lie H as Ills Own W ay w ith H earld —

l’he two principals appeared abou t 4:3 0 p. in, 
Hearld weighed 1S5 and Kilrain 195, and 
both appeared in good condition. 
Upon facing each other in the ring, both 
men feinted for a few' moments, when Kil­ 
rain made a lu nge for Hearld’s stomach, bu t 
fell short; Hearld cou ntering, planted a light 
blow* on Kilrain’s forehead. Kilrain then 
forced the fighting and cau ght Hearld in the 
right side and followed it u p qu ickly with a 
slanting blow' in the face, taking the skin off 
the nose, and cau sing the blood to ru n. They 
then clinched. Kilrain threw his adv ersary 
off, and planted another stinging blow on 
Hearld’s face, this time skinning the end of 
his nose, and qu ickly follow'd it u p with 
another swipe, taking away some of the skin 
on Hearld’s u pper lip. They clinched again 
In parting, Kilrain pu shed Hearld .with su ch 
v igor as to send him sprawling on his back. 
The blood was flowing qu ite copiou sly from 
Hearld’s nose and lips, and he seemed dazed. 
He got u p inside of the limit of ten seconds, 
and Kilrain went at him again v iciou sly . 
They clinched, and Kilrain was raining blows 
fast and fu riou s on his adv ersary ’s head and 
shou lders, when 
Depu ty Sheriff Risteau 
y elled, “Stop the fight,” and the fight was 
stopped. 
The referee decided that Kilrain 
had tho best of it, and gav e him foOO and 
Hearld $400 of the gate receipts. The men 
were in the ring ju st two minu tes and fifty 
seconds. There is talk of finishing the fight 
in Washington City at an early day . 
Later —It has been arranged that the 
fight shall bo finished at the Monu ment 
theatre in this city Satu rday night.

Mo derate drinkers engaged in pursuits call­ 
ing fo r judgment and acumen, and who use 
liquo rs during business ho urs, end, with 
scarcely an exceptio n, as financial wrecks, 
ho wever successful they may be in withstand­ 
ing tho physical co nsequence o f their indul­ 
gence. Tho usands who retain their health 
and are never ranked as victims o f intern per- 
o nce lo se their pro perty, wreck their business 
and are thro wn into Iwankruptcy because o f 
tippling habits during busi nes.s ho urs. These 
men are no t drunkards, and o nly clo se o b­ 
servers can detect the iufluence o f stro ng 
drink in their depo rtment; but nevertheless 
liquo r gives them false nerve, makes them 
reckless, clo uds tho judgment and so o n in­ 
vo lves them in bad purchases, wo rse sales 
and ruino us co ntracts. So o ner o r luter it is 
sho wn that the habit o f tippling during busi­ 
ness ho urs Is a fo rerunner o f bankruptcy. 
Lo t every such drinko r review his business 
transactio ns fo r a series o f years, aiul answer 
whether thin statement is no t true. 
Liquo r acts o u the brain in the same man­ 
ner o s chlo ro fo rm o r o ther, pro ducing a 
stimulatio n which effects co o l tho ught, fo l­ 
lo wed by a depressio n co rrespo nding to the 
amo unt o f tho do se. What man wo uld ex­ 
pect to succeed in business if he were uncus­ 
to med to tube, while at wo rk, even very 
slight whiffs o f etho r, clo ro fo rmqir laughing 
gas and keep himself all the time, mo re o r 
less, under such beclo uding influences? Huch 
a man, even if ablo to preserve his health, 
wo uld gro w reckless, lo quacio us, and so o n 
pro ve no match fo r a clear-headed rival. 
Liquo r is an indispensable ally wherever vic­ 
tims are systematically fleeced, and its effects 
are seen also in tho rivalries o f legitimate 
business. 
The pro f<3 gsio nal gambler keeps a free bar, 
but never drinks himself when at the table; 
and, while a so ber, clear-headed, ho no rable 
merchant, dealer o r o perato r wo uld no t en­ 
deavo r to ply his rival with liquo r, he wo uld 
gain great advantages fro m the latter’* self- 
so ught indulgence. Liquo r sho ws its victims 
no t o nly in salo o ns and gambling dens but 
abo ut bo ards o f trade and sto ck exchanges 
and in every line o f business requiring a 
clear, co o l ho ad. Mo derate drinkers who at­ 
tempt to do business with even slightly ex­ 
cited brains are the men who are all the time 
making lo sses and go ing to the wall. — 
Chicago Tribune.

THE CURSE OF HAWAII. 


THE RAPID 
SPREAD 
OF LEPROSY 
AMONG THE INHABITANTS. 


The Valley of the Leper* • The Cnuae 
Popularly Laid in Capt. Cook's Visit. 
Sy mptoms and Progress of the Fright­ 
ful Disease, 


A lad}’ resident at Honolulu, wh ose educa­ 
tion and accomplish ments rank far above th e 
average, even in Boston, told me th at sh e 
was not certain sh e lmd ever seen more th an 
one or two lepers during h er residence of 
twenty y eai*s, and th en only by visits to th e 
tish markets in th e earliest morning h our. 
Consult th e almanac or political pamph let of 
th e Kalakaua government and y ou get no in­ 
formation of leprosy . Th e lepers now num­ 
ber between 1,000 and 1,500, th ough any 
estimate can only be an approximation, since 
pronounced and plainly visible cases only are 
confessed lepers. It migh t be fair to say 
th ere are 1,300 lepers out of 40,000 natives. 
Th e victim of th is disease is subjected to th e 
dreadful fate of inexorable, irrevocable ban­ 
ish ment upon th e discovery of th e fact. 
Hence th e patient, aided by nil h is kindred, 
evades detection to th e last, and oftentimes 
th is is successfully done until th e most re­ 
pulsive stages of th e disease are reach ed. 
Taugh t by th e alarming increase of th is dis­ 
order, th e auth orities rigidly seek to separate 
th ose infected from th ose not afflicted, and 
h ave set apart wh at is known as “Lepers’ 
valley ,” on th e island of Molokai, wh ere, ap­ 
proach ed by a narrow inlet, a bay and small 
territory is found, surrounded by mountains 
too lofty to admit of escape, except th rough 
th e entrance th at is carefully guarded to pre­ 
vent ingress or egress. We dwell upon th e 
poetic picture of th e Plutonian sh ores, and 
recall th e bodeful warning: “ Wh oenters h ero 
leaves h ope beh ind;” but to my mind noth ing 
so dire exists as th is dreadful journey to th e 
Lepers’ valley . 
Th e query , of course, is th is: Wh at is itf 
Every body not idiotic would ask th at ques­ 
tion. Wh at causes itf And th is is about th e 
only question th at intelligent people agree 
on in answering—sy ph ilis! th at’s th e word. 
Capt. Cook (th e missionaries are very severe 
on h im, and will be, I judge, to th e latest 
generation) bad some sad wrecks with h im 
in h is voy ages, and unfortunately for th em 
h e landed among th e Hawaiian*. Th is, as I 
say , is th e conceded source and ch aracter 
of leprosy . And y ou must not expect mo 
to interlard wh at I write with terms scientific. 
I wish to be .understood and not to be re­ 
garded wise. 
Next. 
Is th ere any cure? And I h ave 
quizzed th e best ph y sicians th at I could h ear 
of and find th at none claim to know a 
specific. A quack lived in th e islands for 
some y ears wh o pretended to cure th e disease, 
but h e was soon found to be an empiric and 
was compelled to flee, after injuring h is 
patients by destructive drugs. It is needless 
to say h e left with Well filled pockets from 
th e fruits of successful h umbuggery . One 
person, apparently very intelligent, spoke of 
a Japanese doctor now try ing a new meth od 
and many experiments, confidently predict­ 
ing a curative treatment. 
But th e most anxious inquiry of all re­ 
mains: “Is it contagious!” Th e increase of 
th is curse, th at so rapidly * (decimates a simple 
people and oth er races in contact, naturally 
intensifies th is question. Contagious it must 
be. But bow communlf^ted f 
I was reliably informed th at for a long time 
th e th eory was entertained th at th e virus was 
carried from th e miserable subjects by th e 
musquito! Let y our Imagination play upon 
th is conception for a moment. Afterward it 
was determined th at th is th eory must be 
wrong, else all would be lepers, for th e mus- 
quitoes in all th is region are a my riad. 
Wh ith er and h ow far contact disseminate* 
th e disease h as been a matter of experiment 
by inoculation. And recently a man con­ 
demned to death was turned over to th e ex ­ 
perimenting doctor, but, mirabile dictu, “it 
wouldn t take,” th ough th oy tried it by vac­ 
cination over and over and from different in­ 
dividuals. Th e explanation was th at h e was 
a man of great ph y sical vigor, wh ose sy stem 
resisted th e virus, th us fortify ing th e th eory 
of many th at th e disease makes h eadway only 
among th ose with enervated constitutions 
and th at th e Hawaiians are a race degenerate 
th rough lax ity of morals. 
Not long since a medical practitioner, very 
eminent in h is profession, wh o h ad attained 
wealth and w as surrounded by a doting fam­ 
ily , announced th at h e must not be ap­ 
proach ed, th at h e feared h e was infected with 
leprosy . Ho h ad been experimenting in inocu­ 
lation and oth erwise, to discover cause and 
cure, and th ough using every known precau­ 
tion, as gloves in h andling and disinfectants 
and as any but natives are seldom infected’ 
h e was th ough t insane. But it soon trans­ 
pired th at bey ond ail question h e was attacked 
by th e fatal malady . 8 o th eories 
seem worth ­ 
less, and th is is apparently worse than tbo 
biblical curse visited upon th e th ird and fourth 
generations. Th ere is still anoth er and rilauai- 
ble notion regarding ks "tx> 
z of 
leprosy th rough th e national dish called poi. 
This is made from a kind of root (kalb). It is 
baked, beaten with a pestle, and then, mix ed 
with water, is kneaded into dough. This proc- 


ess, If performed with polluted h ands, migh t 
well transmit th e [>obon, and a* poi in b o l% 
and manufactured with out inflection, th ere 
may lie someth ing in th is idea. Th e prudent 
never partake of th is dish with out knowing 
its purity . 
At any rate, after th is Imre sug­ 
gestion, one would ch oose bologna rath er 
Ubati poi. 
But I th ink all speculation is vain. Th 
last and very natural inquiry is, h ow docs it 
affect th e person? Here I migh t revel in th e 
ph raseology of th e medical craft, if I could. 
I am told th at spots apj)t*ar on th e legs cf n 
wh itish sort, and os th e disease becomes pro­ 
nounced th ese spots become insensible, s ut. 
plastic and unresponsive to th e touch . 
Th en 
a waxy wh iteness comes about th e ch eek­ 
bones, th e ey ebrows, upon th e foreh ead and 
ebewbero. Th e h air falli off, not from th e 
h ead and ey ebrows only , but from th e wh ole 
body . Later cornea th e Iosa of th e nails of 
fingers and toes until th ese become stumps, 
and gradual decay of th e bone ensues, first 
perh aps in th e feet or sh ins, or may h ap in 
th e sh oulders. Often large lumps appear on 
th e neck and even th e h ead or elsewh ere. A 
patient h as been known to become so par­ 
aly zed th at a foot h eld to th e fire h as burned 
or roasted and be unconscious of pain. Th e 
th ough t of such a fate, th e “leper's valley ,” 
of a h opeless, loath some and incurable dis­ 
ease, naturally excites wonder as to th e effect 
on th e mind. Do th ey not become delirious, 
maniacal and find surcease of sorrow in sui­ 
cide! 
Sometimes th is occurs, 
death by 
drowning l>oing not uncommon; but, as if to 
compensate in some degree for th è unuttera­ 
ble h on or of such an end, th e mind seems to 
y ield to th e ectopus grasp of th e poison in th e 
blood and th e patient grows imbecile, gradu 
ally eenxeks« and finally waste« away —an 
object tco deplorable for more minute de­ 
scription. It il doubtful wh eth er th e Ch ris­ 
tianity of th t missionaries h as done as much 
for as th e lock of it among merch ants 
and seamen h as done against th e Hawaiian*.
